obligation taken by him for the pur-1 
pose of entering such service, may 
resume his citizenship by ta king the I 
oath of a lleg ia nce to the United Sta tes | 
prescribed by the natura liza tion law , 
and regulations, and such oath may 1 
be taken before any court of the Unit-1 
ed Sta tes or of any sta te authorized 
by law to naturalize a liens or before 
any consul of the United Sta tes, and 
certifica ted court or consul to the de­ 
partment of sta te and the bureau of 
naturalization.” 
W hile this amendment to the na tu-; 
ralization law provides an ea sy and | 
simple way for the soldier thus e x -1 
patriated by fortune of war to be re­ 
patriated, the bureau of naturalization I 
realized that oversea s there was a 
very general ignorance of its provi-! 
sions among those who need to take ] 
advantage of them. 
Moreover, delay j 
and inconvenience naturally would re- j 
suit from such a la ck of understand- j 
ing. 
Therefore, the bureau took steps j 
to smooth the path back to citizen­ 
ship of these thousands of brave men. | 
Proper forms were prepared which : 
would enable American consuls in for- i 
eign countries to arrange the process 
so as to cause as little inconvenience 
and delay 
as 
possible. 
Thirty-five 
thousand of these forms w ere printed 
and sent to the sta te department to 
distribute to the consuls. At the same 
time the widest possible publicity has 
been given to the matter so no soldier 
may neg lect the opportunity through 
ignorance.

Interesting Description of 
an Ex-German Submarine 


LEGAL NQlJCEf 


The following interesting descrip­ 
tion of an ex-German submarine is 
clipped from the Avon (111.') Sentinel, 
which was brought to the R egister by 
Mr. Zimmerman. 
Lieutenant Stevens, who wrote the 
article, is well known by Mr. Zimmer­ 
man: , 
Lieut, Wayne E. Stevens, who is 
still in the army service doing his­ 
torical research work 
in the War 
College at W ashington, D. CX, has 
written a letter to his parents, telling 
of a recent visit to the U-117, an ex- 
German submarine, anchored in the 
Potomac river, near the War College. 
We take the liberty of printing a 
portion of the letter: 
A few days ago I visited the U-117, 
an ex-German 
submarine 
which is 
anchored not far from the War Col­ 
lege. 
It was turned over to the allies 
immediately after the signing of the 
arm istice and is now being exhibited 
here. 
It is one of the super-subma­ 
rines and is credited with having sunk 
at least twenty vessels, som e of them 
off our Atlantic coast in 1918. 
You 
can form some conception of its size 
when I say that it is 275 feet long and 
at one time carried a crew of six 
officers and sixty men. 
It is the most 
remarkable vessel I have ever seen. 
A large part of the hold is a m ass of 
the m ost intricate and complicated 
machinery that you can imagine. 
It 
is a m ass of pipes, speaking tubes, 
silages, valves, dials, indicators, lev­ 
ers, wheels, etc. 
There is a passage 
way through the hold barely large 
enough for one person. 
I was talking 
with a friend of mine who draws spe­ 
cial designs for the war department 
and I asked him whether he had ever 
peen such a complicated mechanism. 
He said he never had. 
It is a mar­ 
vellous tribute to German ingenuity. 
I was particularly interested in the 
officers’ afïfl m en’s quarters. The men 
plept in tiny, narrow bunks, arranged 
in tiers and they must have lived like 
rats. The officers’ quarters are nicely 
furnished and are fairly roomy; re­ 
sem bling a stateroom in a Pullman 
car. 
W hile I have little sympathy for 
anyone belonging to the crew of a 
German submarine, I must say that 
the men must have led a wretched 
existence and after seeing the way 


they must have lived, I can believe 
alm ost anything which we are told 
concerning the ’state of their morale. 
I have yet to see anyone who has 
vitited the U-boat who would like to 
belong to the crew. 
On the deck is mounted a good- 
sized naval gun, a 4.7-inch, I believe. 
It must have 
a 
very considerable 
range and penetrating power. 
It ap­ 
pears larger than som e of the guns 
mounted on 
the 
merchant vessels. 
There are two periscopes, which pro­ 
ject upward from the conning tower. 
They must be alm ost five inches in 
diameter at the 
bottom, narrowing 
considerably at the top. 
I am rather 
skeptical about the stories of some of 
our men who took pot shots at the 
periscopes of 
submarines 
from the 
decks of convoys and made wonderful 
hits. 
Imagine trying to hit a broom- 
handle moving through the water at 
a distance of from a quarter to half 
a m ile! The top of the periscope is 
very little larger than a broomhandle. 
At the bow of the vessel are great steel 
knives which were intended to cut 
through the allies’ 
submarine nets, 
which were made of wire cable. 
After inspecting the U-boat my im­ 
pression is that our danger from the 
German 
submarine 
campaign 
was 
much greater than was realized at 
the time. 
I came across som e figures 
in my work the other day showing 
that during the 
war 
there was de­ 
stroyed one-half the 
tonnage which 
existed in the whole world in 1914. 
Of course a great deal of it was re­ 
placed, but that w ill give you some 
idea of what the submarine accom­ 
plished. 
I have also heard two high­ 
ranking naval officers, one of whom 
had charge of a very important opera­ 
tion in the North Sea, say that the 
shipping situation of the allies was at 
one stage alm ost desperate. 
I must 
say that it gave me a safe an d 'com ­ 
fortable feeling, as well as one of 
great satisfaction, to see an American 
flag floating from the German sub­ 
marine. 
The U-boat was the most deadly 
weapon which the Germans possessed 
and if they had begun its use at the 
outbreak of the war and continued 
without interruption they might have 
won.

that has arisen because of the impetu-j 
ous valor of many thousands of Amer , 
iran boys have been recently taken by 
the Bureau of Naturalization of the 
Department of Labor. 
As soon 
as 
England 
entered 
tile 
world war hosts 
of 
American boys 
were eager to light the H,uns by the 
side of those nations who championed 
tile democracy of the world. 
They 
flocked “over the border’’ to volun-; 
teer in the Canadian 
com panies 
or 
sailed across the seas to enlist direct-! 
ly in the armies of the French or the j 
j English. 
Then cam e an order from 
the United States to the effect that no 
United States troops should 
go 
to 
France, in order to be allowed to fight 
for the just cause they must, technical- 1 
ly at least, forfeit their citizenship in 
this country. 
As a result of his order1 
9,000, it is said. became Canadians over 
night! 
They won the battle, but they 
became men without a country ! 
W hile the battle was on. little did 
they care whether they were formally 
American citizens or not. 
The broth­ 
erhood of arms was a satisfying one. 
But. with the signing of the arm istice. 
the thought of home asserted itself. 
Protests from the boys them selves end 
from 
their 
relatives 
and 
friends 
against this unjust loss of citiienship 
poured back to the home country. 
On 
May 9, 1918, congress attem pted to 
remedy the intolerable condition by 
amending subdivision 12 of section 4 
of the act of June 29, 1805, as follows: 
“That any person who, while a citi­ 
zen of the United States and during 
the existing war in Europe, entered 
the military or naval service of any 
country at war with a country with 
which the United States is at war. 
who shall be deem ed to have lost his 
citizenship by reason of any oath or 
obligation taken by him for the pur­ 
pose of entering such service, may 
resume his citizenship by taking the 
oath of allegiance to the United States 
prescribed by the naturalisation law 
and regulations, and such oath may 
be taken before any court of the U nit­ 
ed States or of any state authorized 
by law to naturalize aliens or before 
any consul of the United States, and 
certificated court or consul to the de­ 
partment of state and the bureau of 
naturalization.” 
W hile this amendment to the natu­ 
ralization law provides an easy and 
simple way for the soldier thus ex­ 
patriated by fortune of war to be re­ 
patriated, the bureau of naturalization 
realized that overseas there w as a 
very general ignorance of its provi­ 
sions among those who need to take 
advantage of them. 
Moreover, delay 
and inconvenience naturally would re­ 
sult from such a lack of understand­ 
ing. 
Therefore, the bureau took steps j 
to smooth the path back to citizen­ 
ship of these thousands of brave men. 
Proper forms were prepared which 
would enable American consul! in for­ 
eign countries to arrange the process 
so as to cause as little inconvenience 
and delay 
as 
possible. 
Thirty-five 
thousand of these forms were printed 
and sent to the state department to 
distribute to the consuls. At the sam e 
time the widest possible publicity has 
been given to the matter so no soldier 
may neglect the opportunity through 
ignorance. 
The bureau of naturalization is de­ 
termined that these boys shall have

Advice Is Given That Le­ 
gumes Be/Used to Re­ 
plenish Poor Land 


The call is now for progressive agri­ 
culture. It is no longer the number 
of acres a person farms, but the num­ 
ber of sacks, bushels, tons, etc., one 
gets per acre. This naturally calls 
upon the soil to perform a larger con­ 
tract than it once ha dto fulfill. 
Our farm lands slowly become in­ 
capable of supporting the crops de­ 
manded of them. The nitrogen sup­ 
ply in California lands is rapidly com­ 
ing to be a serious problem. 
The 
continued farming of grain lands; the 
disregard of the necessity of crop ro­ 
tation; the careless methods of plow­ 
ing and cultivation; failure to select 
good seed and the ignorance of the 
physical condition of the land to be 
farmed are in reality crimes to 
be 
charged against a great number of our 
farmers. 
This loss in fertility in 
worn-out 
farms is due, doubtless to a number of 
factors, but the loss of nitrogen is a 
frequent one. All over the agricultur­ 
al world it has been found necessary 
to replace this lost nitrogen in the soil. 
T h e w large deposits of nitrogen 
in the world are being rapidly exhaust­ 
ed. The recent war in Europe took 
an immense toll in our nitrate supply. 
Clearly enough, the supplying of the 
lost nitrogen will become more and 
more expensive as the nitrogen stores 
are used up. The seriousness of the 
problem of a constant draining of the 
nitrogen from the soil h a, been quite 
prominent in the minds of chemists 
and 
agriculturists, 
as 
they 
have 
learned in the last few years the sig­ 
nificance of nitrogen for agriculture. 
Replenishing the Supply. 
The continuation of agriculture de­ 
pends upon 
the existence 
of some 
means of reclaiming the nitrogen from 
the atmosghere for the use of plants. 
The sole store of phosphorous, po­ 
tassium, calcium, magnesium, iron and 
sulphur is in the soil. The great nat­ 
ural store of nitrogen, however, is in 
the fir. Every farmer who owns an 
acrelof land owns S5.000 tons of nitro­ 
gen. J It is not directly available as a 
fertiScer, for unlike that in the soil, it 
is not combined with other elements. 
Nature has so arranged things that 
whereas the farmer loses his capital 
of nitrogen from the soil more rapidly 
than that of other elements, he has 
also been provided with means by 
which he can be compensated for this 
loss by drawing on the great reserve 
supply la the air. 
In doing this he must rely on some 
plant of the legume family, such as 
alfalfa, beans, peas, clover, vetch, etc., 
apd the bacteria have the power to en­ 
ter and produce nodules or tubercles on 
the roots of these legumes. 
As soil builders and cultivators, the 
legumes work by growing large, deep, 
penetrating roots that cultivate the 
sub-surface better than any tool can 
be made to do; by adding to the veg­ 
etable m atter in the soil by the decay, 
and absorption of the roots; 
and 
through the bacteria that fix the nitro­ 
gen and add to the humus. This is 
now known to be a proven fact. 
Over 20,000 successful farmers in 
California are using the legume pro­ 
cess. It is only the skeptical who 
loses now, for the reason that he does 
not keep up with progressive farming. 
The old time “steam roller’ soon gets 
him. 
The new slogan should be “plant le­ 
gumes.” Use them as cover crops, as 
comparison 
crops, or as standard 
crops and insure your land against de- 
nitrification; aa a cover crop by plant­ 
ing worn-out grain lands and orchards 
to clover or vetches and while plowing 
them under while green; as compan­ 
ion crops by sowing wheat, barley or 
oats with vetch or Canadian peas; by 
sowing corn and cow peas in the same 
row at the same time for ensilage; by 
planting cow peas between the rows 
at the last cultivation of corn, toma­ 
toes, sunflowers, etc., lf for grain; as a 
standard crop by sowing the legumes 
alone 
under proper conditions 
and 
afterward taking proper care of the 
crop. 


WASHINGTON, June 27.—Washing­ 
ton, with 
a 
governmental national 
gallery of ait, promises to tfoast soon 
the biggest art museum in America. 
Work on the Freer building of the 
Smithsonian Institute which was halt­ 
ed during the war, has been resumed 
and the building will be completed in 
September, officials say. 
This new institution will carry a 
complete line of Oriental exhibits and 
will be presented to the National Art 
Museum by Charles L. Freer, of De­ 
troit. 
Freer, himself for twenty-five 
years an ardent collector of Oriental 
art masterpieces, has already deeded 
his collection of 6,200 pieces to the, 
new gallery. 
Representative Hicks, New York, al­ 
so 'would like to make Washington 
the center of a museum of history and 
art, in memory of Theodore Roose­ 
velt. He has Introduced a bill in con­ 
gress, appropriating $5,000,000 for the 
erection of an institution of this char­ 
acter. 
This bill, however, has been refer­ 
red to the committee on public build­ 
ings and grounds and probably will 
not come up again until the fall.

United States for all countries of the 
globe during the decade when certain 
alarmists claimed that a million farm­ 
ers left the United States for Canada 
alone.” 
The Targest exodus from the United 
States to Canada took place in 1911. 
The number of persons who left the 
United States for Canada that year 
was 49,375. The assumption doubtless 
has been that practically 
all 
these 
were farmers seeking cheap lands. But 
the number of farmery who left the 
United Slates that year for all places 
in the world was only lf,5Sfi, consider­ 
ably less than one-fourth the number 
of people who went from the United) 
States to Canada that year. Nothing, 
like all of that 11,560 went to Canada.! 
There is always a considerable back, 
tide of farmers from the United States • 
to Sweden, Italy, the numerous othe» 
countries, and many of these were in-J 
eluded in the 1911 figures. 
The department figures for eleven! 
years, 1908 to 1918, 
Inclusive, 
total 
55,833 farmers leaving the United 
States for all countries, or an average 
of 5075 per year, a little over half the 
number of farmers coming into our 
country from Canalla alone. 
It therefore appears that 
the old 
scare that tile cheap lands of Canada 
are attracting enormous numbers of 
our best farmers and fruit growers has 
no foundation in fact.

TO TRY DATE GROWING 
ALONG THE TULE RIVER 


W. R. Nutting of Fresno, known as 
the “Father of the Associated Raisin 
Company,” and who was one of the 
first men in the state to foster the rai­ 
sin 
industry, 
and 
especially the 
Thompson Seedless variety, has inter­ 
ested himself in a project that will, 
if successful, develop the Tule river 
valley, between Porterville and Spring­ 
ville* Tulare county, into the "Canyon 
of a Thousand Palms.” He has had a 
survey made of that section with a 
view to planting date palms on an ex­ 
tensive scale, 
definite 
proof having 
been established that conditions are 
very favorable over the twenty miles 
of foothills. 
During a recent visit to that section 
Mr. Nutting found more than IOO seed­ 
less dates growing prolifically in the 
canyon and many of them bearing fine 
bunches of fruit. 
An active campaign to develop the 
industry is expected to be started in 
the near future. 
Mr. Nutting, who iB 
one of the best known agriculturalists 
in the state, through his long associa- j 
tion with the American and Boston 
Vineyard companies 
in 
Fresno and j 
Kings counties, has been working on 
the date palm industry in central Cal­ 
ifornia for several years. 
Through 
experiments conducted a

ago it was learned that this fruit will 
do about as well on alkali land as soil 
that is free from it.

Federal Reserve District Re­ 
port Is Optimistic In 
Many Lines 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 27.—Predic- 
tions that the Pacific N orthwest and 
California will harvest their greatest 
w heat crops and a decidedly optimis­ 
tic showing in lumber, building, ex­ 
ports, banking, m ost lines of farming 
and fruit raising and business in gen­ 
eral features the report of the Twelfth 
Federal R eserve district. 
Bank clearings— alw ays a good busi­ 
ness barometer—for May in 19 princi­ 
pal cities of thê district show an in­ 
crease of 26.5 per cent over May, 1918. 
Oakland led with a 42.5 gain, followed 
by Los Angeles w ith 40.9, and Port­ 
land with 38.5 per cent. 
Bank de­ 
posits increased more 
than 20 per 
cent over May, 1918, in nine large 
cities. 
Wheat production for the Northwest 
and California this year is estimated 
at 119,000,000 bushels of both spring 
and winter wheat. This is an increase 
of 59 per cent over the 70,613,175 bush­ 
el crop of 1918. 
T his year's estim ate, 
prepared by the U. S. bureau of crop 
estim ates, is: W ashington, 57,775,000; 
Oregon, 23,641,000; Idaho, 23,253,000; 
California, 14,400,000. 
T his 
will 
be 
largest crop ever produced in Oregon 
W ashington and Idaho, and Califor 
nia’s largest w heat crop since 1907. 
Alfalfa Crops Cut 
"The first alfalfa crop is being cut 
in Utah, northern Nevada, Idaho and 
Oregon,” says th l report. 
"Arizona, 
California and southern 
Nevada are 
cutting the second crop. Livestock is 
generally im proving in condition and 
summer range continues good. 
"No change is noted in shipbuilding 
activity on the coast, except thgt 
few yards are discharging some of 
their men, as governm ent contracts 
are completed. 
T hese, however, are 
finding 
em ploym ent 
w ithout 
diffi­ 
culty.” 
As a problem, unemployment 
has 
disappeared in the district, the report 
states, supply and demand being about 
. equal. 
T he situation 
in California, 
where about 5000 are unemployed, is 
declared about normal. .Lumber camps 
and some shipyards report labor short 
ages, and fruit men anticipate consid­ 
erable trouble 
in 
getting sufficient 
fruit, berry and cannery help. 
Mills Running Full 
* 
With an unusually strong demand 
for lumber, mills are opening up to 
full capacity. 
Increased 
production 
cost and lim ited supplies on hand have 
advanced retail prices. 
Orders were 
23.2 per cent above production. Yard 
stock is so much in demand that all 
but a few m ills w hich are under con­ 
tract are cutting the entire log Into 
yard stuff. 
Foreign demand is in­ 
creasing. but bottom s for s h illin g 
are unavailable. 
General exports from Pacific ports 
increased 18.7 per cent over April, 
1918. 
The California 
orange 
crop ship­ 
m ents are 
estim ated 
at 16,600,000 
boxes, as 
compared 
with 9,200,000 
boxes last year. 
D eciduous fruit re 
ports from all parts of the district are 
favorable, except in Oregon, where 
prunes have been dropping heavily.

"In B ritish India influenza w as re ­ 
sponsible fo r a death roll of approx!

red in th e native states. 
T h e cen tral, 
n o rth e rn and w estern p o rtions of In ­ 
dia w ere th e w orst su fferers. 
T he 
h o sp itals in the Purfjab w ere choked 
so th a t it w as im possible to rem ove 
the 
d ead quickly enough to m ake 
room fo r th e dying. 
The s tre e ts and 
lan es of th e city were littere d w ith 
dead and dying people. 
“T h e p o stal and telegraph services 
w ere com pletely 
disorganized;

serv ice continued, b u t a t all 
p rincipal statio n s dead and dying peo­ 
ple w ere being

train s.
